Some of these workings run far out 
under the Pacific Ocean, and the lower 
levels go to a great depth, but they 
are remarkably free from coal gas 
which is generally so prevalent in coal 
mines of this description. The old 
town of Nanaimo itself is honeyecomb- 
ed with tunnel shafts and old disused 
workings, and en occasional subsi- 
dence occurs to remind the inhabi- 
tants of the dangers amongst which 


= live. 

hey are a styrdy bunch of men 
these North country miners or ‘‘Geor- 
dies,’’ as they are known locally, 
a in the handling of dynamite, 
with which explosive they have been 
familiar since first entering the mine 
as pit-boys. The United Mine Workers 
of America, a powerful miners’ organi-

A New In‘pector. 

Dr. John Waugh, who hes been re- 
cently appointed by the Ontario Govy- 
ernment chief inspector of publie and 
separate schools for the province, is one 
of the foremost educationaists of the 
Dominion, noted for his scholarship and 
ability and his extensive experience in 
school work, haying been for many 
years public school inspector in Ontario 
county and later and more recently in- 
spector of continuation classes for the 
province, 

Dr. Waugh comes of good old Scot- 
tish ancestry and was born at Lang- 
holm, Dumfrieshire, Scotland, in 1861, 
He came to Canada when a young man 
and was educated at the Barrie Col- 
leginte Institute and the St. Catherine's 
Collegiate, the Ottawa Normal School, 
and Toronto University, being the Mu- 
lock scholar in classics and the first 
honor man in Latin and Greek in 1888, 
He took his degree of bachelor of

ORDER OF 8ST. JOHN. 


Which Was Conferred Upon Three 
Canadians the Other Day. 

The Order of St. John of Jerusnlem 
had its origin in Jerusalem and Acre 
as an international lay confraternity 
for the relief of crusaders. In 1798 the 
order was expelled from Malta where 
it had later become established. 

After its expulsion from Malta, what 
is now known as the Grand Priory of 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
in England was reconstituted, with the 
ancient gate house in Clerkenwell, 
England, end what remains of the 
ancient priery of St, John, as its chan- 
cery. A royal charter was granted to 
this reconstituted British order in 188% 
by Queen Victoria, and the first grand 
priors were King Kdward VII. and the 
2 sovereign, while Princess of 

Vales, The work of the British order 
consist in the control of St. Jobn's 
Ambulance Association and Brigade, 
and of the British Ophthalmic Hospi- 
tal of Jerusalem. 

The badge is a Maltese cross of white 
enamel, with a gold or silver Jion and 
unicorn in alternate angles, with a 
black watered ribbon. ‘The order is 
open to both sexes, but confers no

Ornaments last longer than anything 
else that man makes. There are 
brooches and necklaces {n museums 
more than forty centuries old. Mon- 
uments, perhaps, stand second, and 
houses third. The life of furniture 
is shorter still. There is very little 
furniture left which dates beyond the 
year 1600. Pictures last longer than 
furniture, and there are paintings still 
in falr condition which has weatheres. 
'six centuries of life. 

Of all machines made by man, pro- 
bably none can compare for long life 
{with the clock. ‘The life of the clock 
is as much longer than that of any 


other machinery as the life of a man | 


jis to that of a dog. 

The French city of 
great clock which was built jn the 
year 1889, and is ctill keeping good 
time. Except for cleaning and a few 
necessary repairs, it bas never stop- 
ped during a period of more than five 
centuries, It sirikes the hours, and 
chimes the quarters.

Hunger Hooliganism In Russia 

One of the results of the oppressive 
laws and backward conditions in Rus- 
sia ;enerally today is the appearance 
during the past year or two, of hun- 
ger hooliganism, Assaults, depreda- 
tions on property, robberies and simi- 
lar crimes are of daily occurrence, 
and the police are apparenily indif- 
ferent. The situation has become so 
serious that Maklakow, minister of the 
interior, recently called a conference 
of governors and other high govern- 
ment officials to consider measures 
against the evil. It was decided to 
give the governors special powers to 
deal with the hooligans summarily 
Without trial. This measure proved 
to the liking of the provincial autocrats 
and they applied it so vigorously that 
the minister was compelled to advise 
them to use their power with more dis- 


crimination, But Russian hooligan- 
ism has it causes far deeper than 
such measures go. It is no doubt 


mainly cue to the dire poverty of the 
people and to alcoholism, which is 
one of the largest sources of income 
to the gover-isent. Last year there 
was realized from the sale of alcohol-, 
ie drinks—which is a government mo- 
nopoly in Russia—more than 800,000,- 
000 roubles ($400,000,000).

The largest gas wel! in the world 
is located within a few miles of Tulsa. 
It is being piped into the middle of the 
exposition grounds used by the Inter- 
national Dry-Farming Congress. It 
flows thirty million cubic feet of nat- 
ural gas daily and when it is turned 
loose and lighted on the night of Oct- 
ober 22 the visitors and delegates to 
the Congress will witness a sight that 
for awe insplring magnificence has 
never been equalled. 

Six hundred feet straight Into the 
air the gas is shot by nature's force 
below. It nolse is like that of an 
avalanche. its power tha‘ of the cy- 
clone, It will be controlled end ignit- 
ed by electricity from « distance of 
two hundred yards or more on ac- 
count of the heat it creates. 

No flame can be seen until the gas 
reaches the height of a ten-story bulld- 
ing. Above that a solid pillar of fire 
five hundred .eet in height and a hun- 
dred feet thick will illumine the expo- 
sition grounds and the city of Tulsa as 
no city was ever lighted in the history 
of the world. Sha.ows will be cast 
of people and things five miles away. 
The flame itself may be seen for a 
hundred miles.

ASQUITH LOOK&8 WORN 


British Prime Minister Paying 
Exalted Position 


Premier of the British Empire for | 
only five years, young compared with 
most of his great predecessors, Mr. 
Asquith is now generally spoken of} 
as one of England's old men, says W. 
A. M. Good in @ recent London letter, 

He is only 61 years of age—four 
years younger than Arthur Balfour 
and twenty years younger than Glad- 
stone at his best—yet thore is Inde- 
finitely associated with him in the 
pDublio mind all the characteristics 
of old age. To some extent this is 
due to personal appearance. The 
shock of snow-white hair, the lined 
and furrowed face, the rather bent 
figure, the gravity of measured utter- 
ance—all give a venerable impression. 
Add to this the reiterated rumors of 
retirement and the history-making 
|period during which he has held the 
highest office under tthe crown and 
you will realize why the prophets and 
the papers busy themselves with what 
Will happen when Asquith ceases to 
be premier, i 

The premier’s age !s also accentu- 
ated by the unusual youth of those 
ministers of his cabinet who are main- 
ly in the public eye. Lloyd George 
1s only just fifty; Winston Churchill 
is not yet thirty-nine; Home Secre- 
tary McKenna, the butt of the sut- 
fragettes, is no older than Lloyd 
George. Few of them, except Mr. 
Asquith, look their years. Lord Mor- 
ley, the one exception In the cabinet 
as regards age, is 74, but he is still 
active and still delights in the filp- 
pant satire of a retired journalist 
against the follies of the politician. 

There is excuse for Mr. Asquith’s 
prematurely aged appearance. No 
prime minister has ever crowded in- 
to five years such a combination of 
|foreign complications and domestic 
change as has fallen to the’ lot of the 
present head of the British Govern- 
ment, Time after timo since Mr. As- 
quith sueceeded Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannermann, the coun‘ry has been on 
jthe verre of a vital Juropean war. 
The great crisis for which Bismarck 
jand Crispi, Salisbury, Gladstone and 
| Disraeli made endless preparations 
| have come and gone. The conflict for 
which tthe great Powers of Europe 
| braced themselves has so far been 
javerted, Turkey has been practical- 
jly wiped out of Europe, but no con- 
| tinental nation has cut its throat on 
her grave. To pilot an emptre through 
storms like these, even with a foreign 
minister h as Sir Edward Grey

has given the man at the helm many 
a sleepless night. If there had been 
no legislative revolutions in progress 
at home, Mr. Asquith would have had 
f00d excuse for the hair that has 
turned so white.

ment, supertaxed the millionaires, in-

and put the House of Commons on a 
salary basis. This is a mere snap- 
shot of the legislation for which he 
|has assumed responsibility, During 
the progress of these epoch-making 
measures he has been exposed to the
